castellated village walls looked like old castles 
and dotted the country as far as the eye could 
teach, Doubtless these walls and towers date 
back to the times when robbers like the Tal- 
pings devastated the country. 

Among the curious agricultural Implements 
of Honan are the rigid four-wheel carts with 
large cube-shaped box bodies for hauling dirt, 
etc, In turning the fore wheel they cannot 
change theirdirection. When fitted with racks 
they carry great loads af hay or fuel, and again 
areused like an omnibus with tiers of seats 
to carry the crowds to the fairs and temple 
theatres, 

The bamboo is grown in N. W. Honan so 
that all sorts of implements are made from it. 
The uses to which it is put by the farmers 


telling his beads, but {tls doubtful if he laid 
up as much merit as he would, creeping all the 
thousands of Ni on the knees or striking his 
head at every five steps. 

At Chengtingfu bales nf Romhay cotton, 
brought wp on river hoats from Tientsin, were 
loaded for distribution fn Shansf and North 
Honan.

CHINA'S REFORMATION. 
> 

Just as the “nuod wine needs no bush” 
so the splendid work that is being done by 
the Chotstian College, in Propoguing a yeast 
of sensible and liberal education amongst 
the young men of, China, has no nezd of 
our praise to make known its excellence. 
Previous mention has been made in these 
columns of a monthly review, The South 
China Collegtan, the organ of this organisa- 
tion, and the sound precepts taught iax the 
pages of this publication are alkworthy of 
the attention of those interested in the 
mental development of the coming gene: 
ration of China. ‘The May number of 
this review contains an able leading article 
that, in a strikingly clear and tasteful manner, 
tells of the duty of the hour for China's 
young men. “That China,” says the writer, 
“is facing a crisis amid the ramping of 
armies on her north, and amid the increasing 
murmur of a discontented people within her 
own borders, is clear tv all observant friends 
of the Empire; and every young man who 
has the fuller light of the new Jeaming should 
honestly face the question: How can a 
Chinese young’ man best serve hiscountry ?” 
Commenting on the evils from which the 
vast LEmpire is suffering our contemporary 
says:-—China has been urged to form a strong 
army and navy, to adopt a western fiscal 
policy, to develop her natural resources, to 
introduce steam and electric power, and to 
adopt improved methods of eduration. But 
these are the products of western civilization, 
not the vaxses of il, They can io more give 
new life to China, than hanging good apples 
ona dead tree can make it bear fruit. We 
must learn the causes of China's weakness, 
Without books, newspapers, the pulpit, poli- 
tical debate, general assemblies, ete., China's 
people have long been groping in the dark. 
An ignorant people cannot be pateiotic. 
The strength and glory of such countries 
as America and England are the people, 
who in a crisis aid their rountry at 
any cost. Intelligent public opinion checks 
the dishonest official and rewards the.honest 
one, We cannot have steady progress in 
commerce, agriculture or manufactures 
among au ignorant people. ‘They are not 
due to any catent to differences in govern: 
ment. Democracy amony an ignorant peo- 
ple is impossible, or at least dangerous. 
Again, although China's scholas have a 
superior cducation in some respects, it js 
after all too narrow to fit men fora life of 
service to their fellows. “The /étenu/i oppuse 
changes because they are ignorant and 
fear to tread a new path in the dark. 
But the ignorance of the people in general, 
or of the literati, isnot the most dangerous 
part of China’s ignorance ; it isthe blatant 
and conceited ignorance of those young men 
who know little of the foundations of China's 
civilization and less of western institutions, 
who wish to. tear down the bld without know. 
ing how to build on the new. Igndrant of 
what it means to govern so greata nation as 
China and to adjust her relations with other 
nations, they wish to plunge at once into 
anarchy. They are too willing to move 
because they do not know China, while the 
tlerali axe unwilling to move because they 
know" the world. © China needs 
men who know the institutions of both 
China and the West, . who su clearly 
the foundations of all real civilisation, and 
hence can lead their nation forwanl, China’s 
great need i is not for more reformers, byt for 
wige ones. The wisdom ‘of these statements
